The building will be of concrete block construc- 
tion with a brick facade and will contain 25,403 square 
feet. The building will measure 150 by 142 feet. Two 
unheated motor vehicle storage buildings will also be 
added to house the units’ vehicles. 

Other features include a 70’ x 90’ assembly hail; 
large, 41’ x 24’ classroom; food preparation and 
cafeteria areas. Numerous offices, a military library, 
learning center and ample parking will also be 
provided. 

The armory will be two-story in the front, one 
level in the back and will be located just inside the 
camp’s main gates. 

General Johnston said Camp Grayling would con- 
tinue to be targeted for future growth and said $30 
million in programs are being considered, including a 
$2.7 million ammunition and logistics facility. When 
completed, the armory will be available for com- 
munity use, Col. Lippert said, with rental 
arrangements anticipated for various public ac- 
tivities. 

“It will be truly a community armory,” he 
stressed.

MSU Bulletin Has Guidelines 
For Oil and Gas Leasing 


EAST LANSING—The _ in- 
terest in leasing private proper- 
ty for oil and gas exploration 
may be on the upswing through- 
out most of the state. 

“This is a development op- 
portunity for Michigan, but it 
does carry some potential prob- 
lems, especially if property 
owners don’t understand the 
provisions of the leases they 
sign. Any lease offered at any 
time warrants  serutinizing,” 
says Adger B. Carroll. Carroll 
coordinates the Michigan State 
University Cooperative I:xten- 
sion Service Natural Resources 
and Public Policy programs. 

In response to public inquiry, 
Carroll and County Extension 
Directors, Lynn Gould, Roy 
Spangler and Vernon VandePol 
compiled a booklet on leasing. 
It’s called “Oil and Gas 
Leasing: Some Basic Consider- 
ations for Landowners.” It will 
be available at all MSU county 
Extension offices after May 15. 
It may also be ordered by 
writing to: MSU Bulletin Office, 
Box 231, Michigan State Univer- 
sity, Hast Lansing, Mi 48824. 

Distribution of the booklet is 
not intended as a reflection 
upon any oil or gas leasing 

company. But it is an acknow- 
ledgement that leasing 
organizations are apt to have 
more information than private 
landowners. 

“By far, most oil and gas 
companies are __ legitimate 
operations,” Carroll says. “But 
property owners must realize 
that a lease is a negotiable pri- 
vale contract and that anyone 
secking a lease is after the best 
deal they can get. Property 
owners should also approach a 
lease from that perspective.” 

The MSU document contains 
considerations property owners 
should think about when exami- 
ning a lease. Primary, says 
Carroll, is determining how 
promising their locale is for oil 
or gas. To find out, he advises 
talking with neighbors about of- 
fers made to them and checking 
with the Michigan DNR 
regional office, the county 
register of deeds and the county 
Iextension office. 

It is also important to deter- 
mine who is offering the lease: 
a leasing company, a 
speculator or a representative 
of the oil or gas company which 
will actually do the exploration. 

“Beyond these, the lan- 
downer should determine exac- 


land and any material discover- 
ed beneath it,’ Carroll says. 
“In short, go inte a lease with 
full knowledge of what is to be 
done and when, and bargain for 
the highest payments possible 
for the shortest period of time.” 

Landowners should — also 
remember that there is no such 
thing as a standard lease-all are 
open to negotiation. 

“T wouldn’t be stampeded in- 
to anything. If there is some- 
thing worth going after beneath 
the land, it’s worth bargaining 
over,” Carroll says. 

Keep in mind that leases are 
binding. 

“Once the lease is signed, the 
property owner is obligated by 
law to meet the specifications,” 
he warns. All the more reason, 
Carroll says, to take the time to 
fully understand what you are 
agreeing to.

It is time for the annua 
pilgrimage into the forests of 
this area in search of mush-. 
rooms. I admit they are, 


delicious, but at the same time,. . 


I have distinct reservations. - 
Most people are acquainted 


with morels, both the dark and. 


white varieties, but there is a 
fungus which closely resembles 
the edible morel. The variety I 
am speaking of is the Verpa: 
bohemica or Early Morel. The 
top of the early morel ‘hangs 
down over the stem like a dejec- 
ted unbrella being connected to 
the stem only at the very top. 
This variety has been labeled 


with the title of being 
questionable for eating. 
Another popular fungus is the 


Helvella esculenta called the 
Beefsteak by many. This 
species has been labeled as 
dangerous to eat. Before you 
say I have been eating those for 
years and I am not dead yet, 
bear with me a minute. Body 
chemistry does change what 
hasn’t been a problem in the 
past may suddenly affect you 
adversely. With the Beefsteak, 
you may eat it $9 times without 
ill offects, Mowever, the next 
time, it may cause problems. 

Most authorities on 
mushrooms offer the following 
precautions: 

1, Bat only one kind at a time 
so that if any difficulty should 
develop, the cause is known. 

2. Eat only young or freshly 
matured specimens free from 
insect larva (worms). 

3. Cook the specimens well. 

4, Eat only small amounts 
even of familiar varieties. 

5. When testing a species you 
have not tried before, do not 
over-indulge under any circum- 
stances. 

6. Inspect all your collection 
to make certain you are not.in- 
cluding an unfamiliar type. 

Happy hunting and eating, 
but be careful as there are not 
any antidotes for mushroom 
poisoning.

The saying that less government is 
the best government may find a home in 
Michigan under a proposed constitutional 
amendment which would reduce the 
length of the annual legislative sessions 
to five months. 

Currently, Michigan has year-round 
legislative sessions. Only Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania and New York also have full time 
legislatures. 

Generally, the Michigan Legislature 
takes as long as nine months to complete 
its annual budget work considering the 
basic budget supplementals and _ tran- 
sfers. 

During the budget process and for the 
remainder of the year, the membership is 
working on a myriad of other problems 
facing the industrialized state. 

However, this year the Legislature 
put the finishing touches on the $9.81 
billion budget in mid-April just four mon- 
ths after the opening of the new session. 

Besides other pieces of legislation, the 
Legislature completed action on a con- 
troversial property tax cut ballot 
proposal along with all the implementing 
statutes should the proposal be adopted 
by the voters on May 19. 

Senator Donald Bishop (R-Rochester), 
following the lead of Governor William G. 
Milliken in calling for shorter legislative 
sessions has proposed a constitutional 
amendment which would limit the 
lengths of sessions to five months. 

‘‘T think it would be a better planning 
product with the session beginning in 
January,” he said. 

With the time constraints, he predic- 
ted, lawmakers would no longer dawdle, 
the number of frivilous bills inttoduced 
would be sharply reduced and the tax-

Amendment Proposed To 
Reduce Legislative Sessions

He said that during a five-month legis- 


lative session, lawmakers could still meet 
about 105 working days, compared to 
about 130 currently worked now under 
the full year session approach, 

During a typical week, the Legislature 
meets Monday nights and during the day 
on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday. 

Lawmakers generally take a two week 
recess during the Easter/spring break, are 
off during the summer months and again 
are off for Thanksgiving and Christmas. 

These breaks are normally lengthened 
prior to the August primary and Novem- 
ber general elections when members are 
up for re-election. 

During his State-of-the-State 
Message, Milliken called for six-month 
legislative sessions so lawmakers could 
use the remainder of the time dealing 
with constituent problems in their respec- 
tive districts, 

At that time, House Speaker Bobby 
Crim of Davison and Senate Majority 
Leader William Faust of Westland 
discounted that plan saying that since 
Michigan is a major industrial state, 
there is always some matter needing 
legislative attention. 

Under Bishop’s proposal, a special 
three-day session of the Legislature 
would be convened, probably in June, to 
consider overrides of any bill vetoed by 
the governor. 

In addition the governor would be 
allowed to call special 20-day sessions 
with the concurrence of the speaker of the 
House and majority leader of the Senate. 

Standing and special legislative com- 
mitees, meanwhile, would be allowed to 
meet throughout the year to prepare 
legislation for immediate action upon the 
regularly scheduled legislative sessions.

worked under. She has always 
inspired me,” she said. 

As Head Nurse, Mary is 
responsible for managing and 
directing patient care, teaching 
student practica) nurses and 
orienting new employees. She 
serves on nursing committees 
and is credited by the hospital 
staff for instilling and improv- 
ing nursing practices. She 
supervises a staff of 10 and has 
overall responsibility for all 
three shifts on the surgical 
floor. 

Her career with Mercy Hos- 
pital can perhaps be likened to 
the hospital’s climb-from a 3- 
story, 50 bed structure years 
ago to the sparkling halls of the 
new $8 million addition, an ex- 
pansion that, not unlike Mary, 
has allowed for  vastly- 
improved hospital services. 

Through her years of service 
at Mercy, Mary has driven to 
and from her home in Gaylord, 
where she was motivated by her 
hard-working parents, Frank 
and Anna Noa, who arrived 
from Poland as very young 
children, and who operated a 
business in Gaylord. 

One might wonder how a per- 
son like Mary Noa can maintain 
such an effervescent spirit for 
so long. ‘‘When people tell me 
they’re bored,” she said while 
directing her staff last week, ‘I 
don’t know what they’re talking 
about. Every day has its own 
new experiences, and 
challenges. There is so much to 
do when caring for patients.” 

Years ago one of the things 
she recalis having to do was cut 
off the power at the old hospital 
after the boiler blew up, an in- 
cident that stands out in her 
memory. ‘It happened in the 
middle of the night,’ she 


recalled, ‘‘some windows blew 
out and I had to go into the fur- 
nace to pull the power switch. 
One had to be a jack of all’ 
trades back in those days. 
Nobody was hurt. Some of the 
patients got a little shook up, 
but they were alright.” 

One of Mary's most 
significant involvements has 
been helping patients with 
mastectomies and colostomies. 
The treatment she renders ex- 
tends all the way through the 
rehabilitative process. A writ- 
ten Mercy Hospital tribute to 
Mary concludes by saying-‘‘We 
at Mercy Hospital and the 
community thank you, Mary 
Noa.” 

Mary has one brother, John 
Noa and a sister, Regina Noa. 
She has two nephews, Frank 
and Michael Noa, and two 
great-nephews, all of whom live 
in Gaylord. 

And after 40 years of service 
here, what does the future hold 
for May? ‘I hope to stay around 
a few more years,” she con- 
cludes, ‘‘God willing.”
